The proposed 
change in the law Will not add anything to 
the expenses of. the Government. It will 
only enable the department to pay the em- 
ployés in this braneh of the service out ot the 
appropriations that may be made by the 
amount of labor actually dove than by a now 
obsolete class arrangement.

THE CLATTONT-ZUL WA TREATY SHOULD 
BE TESMIN ATED. 

The British Government seems determined 
to summon the old Clayton-Bulwer Treaty as 
an everlasting barrier to any assertion on the 
part of the United States in accordance with 
the Monroe doctrine to ad exelusive right to 
guarantee the neutrality of an intereceanic 
canal connecting the Atlantic and the Pa- 
cific. The latest suggestion put forth by the 
British Cabinet and echoed by its organ, the 
London Times, is to the effect that Great 
Britain will graciougy assent to a conven- 
tion in which all the maritime Powers ot Eu- 
rope shall join in such a guarantee on the 
basis of the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty, All this 
means merely that Great Britain will wel- 
come any expedient whereby European con- 
trol over this American canal in time of 
war shall be &t least coextensive with Amer- 
ican control. Such an arrangement is just 
what the American Governments ought to 
resist, and the very act whic 
tary Blaine in his note t Minister 
Lowell said would be “regarded as 
unfriendly’ by the United States Govern- 
ment. The Britien Government evidentiy 
believes that Mr. Blaine's retirement, fol- 
lowed by Secretary Frelinghuysen’s feeble 
and vyacillating treatment of Central and 
South American affairs, will lead up to some 
agreement that shall recognize European au- 
thority as coördinate over any open commu- 


_ nication between the Atlantic and Pacific 


shores of the American Continent. This im-

The Clayton-Bulwer Treaty was signed in 
1850—thirty-two years ago. - It does not mat“ 
termuch what the conditions were which 
preceded it, but it was really the aggressive 
acts of Great Britain in Central America. 
The treaty creates a sort of partnership be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States in 
any interoceanie canal that may be con- 
structed. It is provided by that treaty that 
neither Government will ever obtain exclu- 
sive control over any ship-canal by way of 
San Juan River; that neither will erect forti- 
fications Jt exercise dominion over Nicara- 
gua, Costa Rica, the Mosquito Coast, or any 
part of Central America; and that both Gov- 
ernments shall extend their protection to any 
“practicable communication, whether by 
canal or railway, across the isthmus which 
connects North and South America.” This 


| treaty has been violated by England on more 


than one occasion. Sinee the year 185) Ea- 
giand has exercised dominion over a part of 
Central America, and the fact was admitted 
in agreaty between England and Nicaragua 
signed in 1860. Still later, in 1864, there was 
another violation, when Engiand svized the 
Mesquite Coast and set up a protection 
over a boy Kut.

He returned home Sun- 
day uight, and the regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil was beld the next evening, but no action like 
that promised Stanton in relation to autborizing 
the issue of the bonds was taken.

THe TRIBUNE noticed some days azo a state- 
ment to the effect that a lot of canned salmon 
had been discovered in the possession of J. K.

Antictam and Fredericks . 

The fifth volume in the — ar a 
“Campaigns of the Civil War,” published by 
Charles Scribner’s Sons, gives an account of 
the Antietam and Fredericksburg battles, 
and is written by Gen. F. W. Palfrey, an eye- 
witness ot and an active participant in the 
scenes he describes. The more we see of the 
book in this series the stronger our belief in 


the wisdom ef their publication. Each work | 


contains the opinions of an expert. The 
writers have discarded all personal feeling 
and prejudice; the lapse of time since the 
War has enabled them to mature their opin- 
ions by research and thought, and each vol- 
ume, dealing with military movements, con- 
tributes to the military history of operations 
between 1861 and 1865 all the obtainable facts 
and statistics by which alone their success or 
failure can be properly estimated. There was 
a “heap o' bragging done on both sides dur- 


ing the War, and oe considered legitimate 
to magnify individua h and bravery, 
aud to minify that of your opponent. Many 
people will learn from these graphie accounts 
of important events that what were called 
victories were often virtual defeats, and that 
few of the Union leaders were of the staff 
from which heroes aré made—except on pa- 
per. Gen. Palfrey isa skillful writer, asserts 
his points clearly, is sharp in his criticisms, 
and concise in his statements. He expresses 
his opinion of his military superiors with 
considerable more freedom now than he 
would have done twenty years ago, and the 
only Generals whom he feels at liberty to 
praise are J. D. Cox, Humphreys, and Han- 
cock. An old saying of one of our Amerti- 
can humorists is often forgotten by 
ex post. facto military—and other—crit- 
ics. It is to the effect that 
if our “foresight” was equal to our “hind- 
sight” we should be very wise men. Many 
things are now clear that were obscure in 
the heat of battle, and Gen. Palfrey’s criti- 
cisms appear to us to be often too sweeping 
and general. Nevertheless, in many cases he 
proves actual incompetency by information 
and facts as well known at the time as they 
are now, and in these cases his censure is 
just and his conelusions irresistible. 

The most notable case of proved incompe- 
tency in this book is in regard to Gen. 
George B. McClellan, who may well pray to 
be delivered from his friends if Gen. Webb, 
Mr. Ropes, and Gen. Prey are stin num- 
bered among them. Gen. Palfrey frankly 
admits that he began this work “as a pas- 
sionate enthusiast for McClellan,” and 
he passes a glowing eulogy upon him 
in summing up the results of the Maryland 
campaign, and yet in the intervenme chap- 
ters he frames an unimpéachable indictment 
against his commander-in-chiet’s military 
character and capacity. To the proof! 
Refefring to Lee’s plans (page 17), he says: 
** He had for his opponent McClellan, and 
experience had shown him that Mctilelian 
never attacked and always let him choose 
his own time and pace for üghting.“ A 
little further on he shows how by means of 
an intercepted dispatch McClellan was 
putin possession of the Knowledge of the 
disposition of the enemy’s forces, and he 
adds: The Ye —— came within his 
reach, suchan opportunity as hardly ever 
presented itself to a commander of the 
Army of the Potomac, and he almost Yang: — 
it, but not quite.” As a result: ‘The first 
part 0 Confederate program had 
been carried out with complete suc- 
cess, . but.. with greater expenditure 
of time than Lee had anticipated, and it will be 
seen that the delay almost proved fatal to him, 
and that McClelian ought to have made it abso- 
lutely fatal to him.“ Then in the next chapter 
(p. 30) be says of him: He was playm fora 

t stake, aud fortune bad given bim a won- 
rfully good chance of winning, and he should 
bave used every. card to the very utmost 
left nothing to chance that he could compass by 
skill and energy. Hut there are sume soldiers who 
are much more ingenious in Anding reasons fur not 
doiny the very best Using in the very beat way than 
they are vigorous and irresistible in clearing away 
the vbetacles to doing the very best thing in very 
best wan. The italics are our oon. Here isa 
ge in which Gen. Palfrey takes the young 
apoleon 0 task for his louse reports: 

“Gen. McClelian’s estimate of the number on 
each side (at South Mountain) is about as 
Oriental as usual. He calls the Confederate 
force probably some 30,000 in all,’ and s ‘we 
went into action with about 30,000 men.” This is 
an extract from bis report dated Adg. 4, 1863, 
when he bad had plenty of time tu thiok, and 
must be accepted as deliberate. It deserves at- 
tentive consideration. In the first piace, let us 
consider our own numbers. It is impossible 
from his own figures, to place the aggregate of 
the First and Ninth Corps present for duty Sept. 
14, 1862, higher than 35,165. If he went into gc- 
tion with 30,000, he took in more than five-sixths 
of bis aggregate present for duty, and no sol- 
dier who served in the second year of our War will 
believe that he even approximated that.

The Law of Personal Richts. 

This is nota law book, for no authorities 
are cited. It is rather tobe classed among 
philosophic treatises. Borrowing definitions, 
the author, Mr. A. J. Willard, analyzes them, 
reasons about them, soars abo ve and around 
them, and finally substitutes for them some- 
thing of his own, very profound, very learned, 


very deep, and only half intelligible. For 
instance: What do those who are familiar with 
Biackstones terse definition of the law say to 
Mr. Willard's improved version: 

“ The science of the law is the cognition of its 
institutional actions, and of the principles and 
rules inberent in such actions, as well as of cer- 
tain incomplete formuitations consisting of 
axiows and unintegrated propositions. 

As the natures of powers are not changed 
by the obligations to which they are subjected, 
but remain constant throughout the entire 
range of obligations, and as their modes of ex- 
ercise are dependent upon their natures, the 
fact that obligations are modifications of such 
exercises of power would seem to suggest that 
the nature of powers constituting the subjects 
ee would be the basis of their ciassifi- 
cation.“ 

This may be very profound, but it sounds 
somewhat like the word-jumbies in the min- 
strel's stump-speech. Mr. Willard treats a num- 
ber of topics in this book. He first seeks ty show 
that law has its origin in nature, and that rights, 
obligations, and powers, to establish and enforce 
which is the function of law, originate from the 
community. After this he discusses such ques- 
tions as: e Fundamental Social Law: Insti- 
tutional Law; Common. Public, and Private Ob- 
ligations; Self-Obiigation: Contracts; Rights 
and Powers; Civil Powers; The Common higb: 
to the Use of Natural Elements; Individual 
Sustenance, Nurture; Individual Redress and 
Protection; Nuisance; Injuries; Wrong*; As- 
sault; Self-Defense: Volition; Residence; Lib- 
ry | of Speech; Occupation; Marriage; Liberty 
of Judgment; Liberty of Gratification, etc. 

The work is published by D. Appleton & Co., 
New York. 


Concepts and Theories of 
Physics. 

The thirty-eighth volume in the Inter- 
national Scientific Series is by J. B. Stallo, 
of Cincinnati, and is entitled The Concepts 
and Theories of Modern Physies.” ‘The con- 
tents of the book are claimed to be the result 
of a careful study of the relation of the 
physical sciences to the generai progress of 
human knowledge. It will be seen at once,” 
says the author, upon a most cursory glance

More About Ensilace. 

Af the Ensilage Congress, recentiy held in New 
York City, much information was adduced in 
regard to the new method of preserving green 
fodder. Tun TrimuNe herewith presents the 
opinions ef many practical farmers who gave 


their experience: 

Mr. W. M. White, of New York, said be had 
planted corn with drills in rows thirty-twoinches 
apart, and got eleven tons and 200 pounds to the 
acre. He bad tried sowing broadcast, and only 
got balf as much as by drilling. He cut some of 
bis corn three-eights of an inch long and put it 
in his silo. After that be cut some double that 
length. Tne corn that was cut later was not 80 
satisfactory in feeding. The corn that was sowed 
latest was most satiefaetory when taken out of 
the silo. That which wus older the cattie did not 
like so well. He approved of Cutting the corn 
in a comparatively green state for ensilage. He 
managed to stow four tons an hour from the 
ficid to the ensilage pit very comfortably. He 
had fed as much as 100 pounds a day for one ra- 
tion, but eighty pounds was better. in one case 
an animal gained 100 pounds in weigbt iu forty-

and England. 

London World, Jan. 25: Paris is just now over- 
cast by as much of gioom as can conveniently 
settle upon that volatile metropolis. It is not 
the question of Tunis,or the complication in 
Egypt. or the chances of M. Gambetta’s fall. or 
the possibility ofa repetition of the political 
impuissance of 1849 culminating in a coup d'état. 
Since the Republic was fairly established poli- 
tics have ceased to be fashionable, and finance 
has to a great extent taken their place. To say 
that in Frante everybody saves is but another 
mode of saying that in France everybody cam- 
bies. There would be little attraction in the 
thrift which was not allowed the opportunity of 
multiplying its hoardings. Never has the specu- 
lative passion raged more Uercely than 
it has done during the last two 
years. The Union Générale was the happy 
expedient of the chiefs of the Catholic cause for 
showing that the children of light could be a 
match for the children of darkness, and for 
catching in the same net the worshipers of God 
and Mammon. Tens of thousands of fishes rose 
to the gilded fly which, in the name of the 
Church, was flung before them. The effect of 
the appeal was magical. A multitude of unso- 
phisticated provincials, who had hitherto been 
satisfied with the moderate interest of French 
rentes, jumped at the opportunity of simul- 
taneously adding to their store and of doing 
honor to their faith. Scores of great ladies, of

An Ambush Artillery—The Death That 
Met 1,500 Men Double-Quicking Upon 
Many Masked Gunes. 

W. M. Runkel in Philadelphia Times. 

We were driven back at Seven Pines the first 
— but on the second we gave them a littie 
* Hail Columbia,“ and drove them back in re- 
turn about half a mile from where our outside 
line was established on the firet day. It was a 
most terrible fight.

As the Pottawatomies were the Indians around 
Chicago, there is an excuse for the Thomas, or 
Ottawa, Mission at Grand Rapids not being re- 
ferred to by the early Frenen and baif-breed 
settlers here; but there are those living iu this 
region whose parents were educated at the Carey 
Mission at Niles, and I now and then hear of one 
yet living who was also educated there.

At the celevration of the unveiling of the 
memorial tablet marking the site of Fort Dear- 
born last May, the Rev. Jeremiah Porter (Pres- 
byterian), who preached in the fort in 183i, was 
introduced as Chicago's tirst resident pastor. 
Here some one, in behalt of the Methodists, 
clawed that while the statement might be true 
as to residence, it would create a wrong impres- 
sion, as the Rey.

Stephen R. Berns (now living 
at Plainfield, III.), all Methodista, preached bere 
before him.

Feb. 10.—While the police force de- 
serve commendanons in many respects, there are 
some things relatmg to cbaracter, discipline, 
and efficieney in which the personnel might be 


much improved. 

I. It lacks the independence, the esprit de 
corps, or pride of organization whicb cbharacter- 
izes the Fire Department and coutributes so 
much to the latter's healthy enermy, skill, and 
success. 

g. It is controlled too largely for its own good 
by a class of mercenary vpoiiticians, who have 
axes to grind on election and other days and 
nights. 

%. It contains too many appointees of Alder- 
men and other intermeddling officials to become 
a thoroughly efficient organization, 

4. It bas too many vid men, too many fat men, 
too many drinking and iascibie men, toomany 
saloon frequenters for an active and heaithy 
se guardianship. 

Too many iguorant and uncivil men get on 
the force. Letastranger ask the average po- 
liceman the most comuion question about streets 
or public buildings and institutions and he will 
not be certain ef receiving either a correct or a 
civil answer. 

6. Too many patrolmen are allowed to desert 
their beats and bug the warm precincts of res- 
taurauts. It is almost a proverb that one can 
never find a puliceman when he is most wanted. 
Another saying is mat the way to find one is to 
go to every saloon and whistie at the door. 

Some policemen accept too many favors 
from saloonkeepers, and are too familiar with 
aisreputable classes.

But the railroad war bas been brought 
to an end, and yet prices are no better. The 
worst feature of the situation is that there are 
no signs of a revival of the puoiie demand for 
stocks. Brokers report that every day holders 
of ponds or stocks come in to sell in order to get 
funds to buy lots with, or to put into some busi- 
ness ventures. The fact seems to be that the 
commercial and tinancial revival which began 
in 1879 has had its full expression in the finan- 
cial markets, always the quickest to respond to 
any influence. This revival is now passing into 
the wider circles of general enterprise and real 
estate. 

The downward movement on the Board of 
Trade, both from its effect on our exports and the 
gold movement, end tor the favorable prospects 
in the farming country which it indicates, ought 
to have an encouraging influence on stock ex- 
change prices. 

The New York Tribune analyzes the last state- 
ment of the Erie Road with some surprising re- 
suits. It finds that in the last three years and 
four months the sum of $9,284,028 has been 
charged to censtrucvdon account. Ot that sum 
$1,207,429 was for third rail and $1,067,054 was 
for second track. Yet the result at the 
end of three years and four months is 
that the total amount of the assessment 
fund and all the reported net earnings have 
been expended, and that exclusive of the 
amount of the dividend declared on the pre- 
ferred stock for 188land the interest on the in- 
come bonds for the same year there was a net 
floating debt of $2,156.482. In view of these facts 
there are few persons who will regard the 
deciaration of the dividend on the preferred 
stock, which sweiled the floating debt to $2,677,- 
817, as a prudential act. In this connection it is

NANCY E. CLEM. 


Compromise of a Suit Brought Against 
This Notorious Woman tor the Re- 
covery of Money.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 10.—The notorious 

Nancy E. Clem, who has figured so long and 
prominently in the criminal records of this State, 
is again brought to public notice by the com- 
promise of a suit which has been pending in 
the courts for some five years past. The suit 
was brought by Mrs. Lena Miller to recover 
$7,500 which the plaintiff claimed bad been ob- 
tained from her by Mrs. Viem through misrepre- 
sentation and fraud.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 4.—Col. Robert G. 
Ingersoll sat quietly smoking in his pleasant 
study as your correspondent, impelled by Mr. 
Talmage’s sermons, entered and plied him with 
some Biblicai questions. He talked freely and 
remarkably well. He has read this interview 
over, and thinks it the best he has bad yet. We 
proceeded as follows: 

Question—I want to ask you a few questions 
about the second sermon of Mr. Talmage; have 
you read it. and what do you think of it? 

Anawer—The text taken by the reverend gen- 
tieman is an insult,and was intended as such: 
“The fool hath said in his heart there is no 
God.“ Mr. Taimage seeks to apply this text to 
any one who denies that the Jehovah of the 
Jews was and is the infinit and eternal Creator 
ofall. He is perfectiy satisfied that any man 
who differs with bim on this question is a 
“fool,” aud de has the Obristian forbearance 
and kindness to say so. I presume he is honest 
in this opinion, and no doubt regards Bruno, 
Spinoza, and Humboldt as idiots. He entertains 
the same opinion of some of the greatest, wisest, 
and best of Greece and Rome. No man is fitted 
to reasun upon this question who has not tne in- 
telligence to see the difficulties in aii theories. 
No man has yet evolveda theory that satisfac- 
torily decounts for all that is. No matter what 
his opinion may be, he is beset by a thousand 
difficulties, and innumerable things insist upon 
an explanation. The best that any man can 
do is to take that theory which to his mind pre- 
sents the fewest difficulties. Mr. Talmage has 
been educated in a certain way—bas a brain of 
a certain quantity, quality, and form—and ac- 
cepts, in spite it may be, of himself, a certain 
theory. Others, formed differently, having 
lived under different circumstances, cannot ac- 
cept the Talmagian view, and thereupon he de- 
nounces them as fools. In this be follows the 
example of David the murderer; of David, who 
advised one of bis children tu assasinate another:

It is said of Christ that He was 
inflnitiy kind and generous, infinitiy merciful, 
because when on earth He cured the sick, the 
lame, and biind. Has He not as much power now 
as He bad then? If He was kind and is the God 
of all worlds, why does He not now give back to 
the widow her son?

And why does One 
who had the power miraculously to feed thou- 
sands, allow millions to die for want of food? 
Did Christ only have pity when He was part 
human? Are we indebted for His kindness to 
the flesh that clothed His spirit?

ASSASINATING GOD. 

Q.—What bave you to say to the cha that 
you are endeavoring to “assassinate God.“ and 
that you are “far worse than the man who at- 
tempts to kill his facher, or his mother, or bis 
sister, or his brother? 

A.— Well, 1 think that is about as reasonable 
as anything ne says. No one wishes, so far as 1 
know, to assasinate God. The idea of assasinat- 
ting an iofiait being is, of course, intinitly ab- 
surd. One would think Mr. Talmage had lost 
his reason! And yet — stands at the 
bead of the F yterian clergy. It is for this 
reason that I answer him. He is the only Pres- 
byterian minister in the U nited States, so far as 
1 know, able te draw a big audience. He is, 
without doubt, the leader of that denomination. 
He is orthodox and conservative. He believes 
implicitiy ia the “Five Points” of Calvin, and 
says nothing simply for the purpose of attract- 
ing attention. e believes that God damnsa 
man for His own glory; that He sends babes to 
Hell to establish His mercy, and that He filed 
the world with disease and crime simply 
to demonstrate His wisdom. He believes 
that billions of years before the earth was 
God bad made up His mind as to the exact num- 
ber that He would certainly dama, and had 
counted His saints. This doctrine be calls glad 
tidings of great joy.” He really believes that 
every man who is true to himself is waging war 
against God; that every ſdndei is a rebel; that 
every free thinker is a traitor; and that only 
those are good subjects who have joined the 
Presbyterian Church, koow the Shorter Cate- 
chism by heart, and subscribe liberally toward 
lifting the mortgage on the Brooklyn Taberna- 
cle. All the rest ure endeavoring to assasinate 
God, plotting murder of the Holy Ghost, and 
applauding the Jews for the crucifixion of 
Corist. If Mr. Talmage is correct in his views 
as to the power and wisdom of God, | imagine 
that bis enemies at last will be overturowu, that 
the assasios and murderers will not succeed, and 
that the Infinit, with Mr. Talmage's assistance, 
will finally triumph. If there is an infinit God 
certainly He ought to have made man grand 
enough to have and express an opinion ot his 
own. Is it possible that God can be gratified 
with the applause of moral cowards? Does He 
seek to énhance His giory by receiving the adu- 
lation of cringing slaves? Is God satisfied with 
the adoration of the frightened? 

ALL GREAT INVENTIONS MENTIONED IN THE 
BIBLE. 

Q.—You notice that Mr Talmage finds nearly 
all the inventions of modern times mentioned iu 
the Bible? 

A.—Yes; Mr. Talmage bas made an exceeding- 
ly important discovery. I admit that I am 
somewhat amazed at the wisdum of the ancients. 
This discovery has been made just in tbe nick of 
time. Millionsof people were losing their re- 
spect for the Oid Testament. They were begin- 
ning to think that there was sume discrepancy 
between the propbecies of Ezekiel and Daniel 
and the latest developments in physical science. 
Thousands of preachers were teiling their flocks 
that the Bible is not a scientific book; that Josb- 
un was not an inspired astronomer, that God 
never enlightened Moses about geology ,and that 
Ezekiel id not understand the entire 
art of cookery. These admissions caused 
some young people to suspect that the Bibie, 
after all, was not inspired; t the prophets of 
antiquity did not know as much as the discov- 
erers of today. The Bibie was failing into dis- 
repute.

Think, in this age of the world: of a 
well educated, intelligent gentieman telling his 
little child that about 6,000 years ago a mys- 
terious being called God made the worid out of 
His “omnipotence ’’; then made a man out of 
some dust which He is supposed to have moided 
iuto form; that He put this man in a garden for 
the purpose of oops the trees trimmed; that 
after a little whtle He noticed that 

THE MAN SEEMED LONESOME, 
not particularily happy, almest homesick; that 
then it occur to this God that it would be a 
good thing fur the man to have some company, 
sumebody to help him trim the trees, to talk to 
bim and cheer him up on rainy days; that there- 
upon this God caused a deep sleep to fall on the 
man, took a knife, or a long, sharp piece of 
“ omnipotence,” and took out one of the man's 
sides, or a rib, and of that made a woman; that 
then this man and woman got along real well till 
asnake got into the garden induced the 
women to eat of the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil; that the woman got the man to 
take a bite: that afterwards both of them were 
detected by God, who was walking around in the 
cool of the evening, and thereupon they were 
turned out of the garden, lest they should t 
forth their hands and eat of the tree of live for- 
ever.

Nothing more laughable can 
be found in the fairy tales and folk lore of sav- 
ages. Yet this is defended by the leading Pres- 
byterian divine, and those who fail to believe in 
the truth of this story are called brazen-faced 
fools,” * deicides,” and * blasphemers.” By this 
story womanin all Christian countries was de- 
graded. She was considered too impure to 
preach the Gospel, too impure to distribute the

In love's fair realm husband and 
wife are King and Queen, sceptred ana crowned 
alike, and seated on the self-same throne, 
INSISTS THAT THE OLD JEWISH TESTAMENT 
DUES UPHOLD POLYGAMY. 


Q. Do you still insist that the Od Testament 
upholds polygamy? Mr. Talmage denies this 
charge, and shows how terribly God punished 
those who who were not sat with one wife. 

A. I see nothing in what Mr. i almage has said 
calculated to change my opinion. It has been 
admitted by thousands of theologians that the 
Old Bestament uphoids polygamy. Mr. Talmage 
is among the first to deny it. It will not do to 
say that David was punished for the crime of 
polygamy or concuvinage. Tne Bible says be 
was “a man atter Gods own beart.” He was 
made a King. He was a successful General, and 
bis blood is said to have flowed in the veius of 
God. Solomon was, according to the account, 
enriched with wisdom above all human beings. 
Was that a punishment for having bad so many 
wives? Was Ab m pursued by une justice of 
God because of the crime against Hagar, or for 
the crime against his owoa wife? The verse quoted 
by Mr. Talmage to show that God was opposed 
to polygamy—namely: the eighteenth verse of 
the eighteenth chapter of Leviticus—cannot by 
any ingeauity be tortured into a command 
against polygamy. ‘lhe most that can be possi- 
biy said of it is, that you shall not marry the 
sister of your wife while your wife is living. 
Yet this passage is quoted by Mr. Talmage as 
“a thunder of prohibition against having more 
than one wife.“ -In the twentieth chapter of Le- 
viticus it is enacted: That if a mau take a 
wife and her mother they shali be burned with 
fire.” A commandment like that shows that he 
might take his wite and somebody eise’s mother. 
These passages have nothing to do with polyg- 
amy. They show whom you may marry, not 
how many; and there is not in Leviticus a soli- 
tary word against polygamy—uot one. Nor is 
there such a word in Genesis, or Exodus, or in 
the entire Pentateuch—not one word. And yet 
these books are filled with the most minute di- 
rections about killing sheep, and goats, and 
doves—about making clothes for priests, about 
fashioning tongs and snuffers—and yet, not one 
word against polygamy. It never occurred to the 
inspi writers that polygamy wasa crime. It 
was taken as a matter of course. Women were 
simpie property. Mr. Talmage, however, insists 
that, although God was aguiust polygamy, he 
permitted it, and at the same time threw His 
moral influence against it. Upon this subject 
he says:: No doubt God permitted polygamy 
tocontinue for some time, just as He permits 
murder, arson, and thett and gumbling 10 to 
continue, although He is against them. If God 
isthe author of the Ten Commandments, He 
prohibited murder and theft, but He said noth- 
ing about polygamy. It He was 80 terribly 
aguinst that crime, why did He forget to men- 
tion it? Was not room enough on the 
tables of stone for just one word on this subject? 
Had He no time to give acommandment against 
sluvery? Mr. Talmag@of course insists that God 
has to deal with these things gradually, bis idea 
being wat it God had made a commandment 
aguinstitallatence the Jews would have had 
nothiag more to do wits Him. Mr. Talmage in- 
sists that polygamy cannot exist among peopie 
who believe the Bible.
